Consummation of the Anschluss added 
still more point to the warnings Mr. Chur 
chill had been sounding for more than two 
years. Alarmed as he was this new 
manifestation of Hitler’s worthless promises, 
he felt that. policies for the adequate protec 
tion of minority rights might yet be adopted 
in time, But if all the implications of what 
he called the “Austrian eye-opener” were not 
intelligently and promptly interpreted, the 
saving of Europe and the world “from 
miseries beyond the dreams of Hell” would 
be little better than a Beta hope. 
Austria’s annexation to the Reich natur- 
ally was a severe blow to the democracies. 
It was the familiar cry of Germany, of 
course, that the Nazi invasion and the disso- 
lution of the state had for its principal ob- 
jective the rescue of 6,000,000 easy-going 
Austrians from their “misery” under the 
Schiischnigg regime. Small wonder even 
the most unimaginative of Hitler’s. Reichs- 
wehr gasped when he discovered he could 
obtain whipred cream and all kinds-of other 
delicacies which had disappeared from Ger- 
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| change 


| that well-tried British me 


man menus years before—as Goering ex- 
panded his economic “guns-for-butter” form 
ulas within the Reich. 

On the day following the completion of 
this first blueprint of the Greater Reich, 
the Hamburger Fremdenblatt asked ‘a po- 
tent question: “Are we aware that we lived 
through an historic day yesterday, a triumph 
for the National Socialist outlook, a triumph 
for the German ‘community of fate?” This 
was patent to some British statesmen. In the 
House of Commons Mr. Chamberlain said 
His. Majesty’s government was “interested 
in developments” in Central Europe and 
warned Germany that the policy of his ad- 
ministration would be to “match force with 
force. From Berlin—for Hitler was then 
in his Austrian homeland—Baron von Neu- 
rath's rejoinder to the Prime Minister's 
statement was that “the British government 
is not within its right in claiming the role 
of Austria's protector.” Another spokesman 
almost jokingly reminded Britain that her 
protests came “20 years too late.” And 
Munich came six months afterward!

The system of classical education, dat 
ing “from the Renaissance, had left the 
greater part of our thinkers and writers, our 
ministers, members of Parliament, civil ser 
vants, quite ignorant of science and all it 
means; regarding that ignorance even as 
something distinguished and honorable. In 
Germany it was otherwise. If Germany had 
not spoilt herself by her persistent militar- 
ism it would have gone hard with Britain 
long since.

‘Tf there’s anything wrong in 
the munitions and supply depart- 
ment you can blame the business- 
of Canada, not the politl- 
cians,” he said, “because in that 
department you certainly have a 
businessman's government. There 
is no interference there 
have been mistakes made, There 
are always little irritations and 
troubles cropping up. And there'll 
continue to be.” P 

He appealed to everyone to get 
behind the government on the 
war effort. Criticism was good, 
long as it was constructive, 
should not be thoughtless, 
criticism The fall of 
could be attributed to a 
spe of civil in which 
minorities were _ persistently 
breaking confidence in the govern 
ments and governments perse 
euted minorities.

Canada had never before 
made anything but rifles 

“We should be proud of Can 
adian industry, and proud of 
Canadian labor for the work 
they are doing,” he declared 
paid a particular compliment to 
labor for the lack of strikes, and 
the fact that there had not been 
one known case of industrial 
sabotage. 

After the war, he said. Canada 
will be the third industrial nation 
of the worldgand there 
need to wor! now 
postwar problems. 

“We haven't got time for that 
The job is to win the war. When 
We have done that we will have 
proved ourselves capable 
handling the problems that come 
afterwards,”

ward revealed that while the pas- 
sengers of the Western Prince 
were in lifeboats and the Naz: 
submarine came to the surface he 
had fears the Huns might try to 
capture Munitions Minister Howe 
and his party to take back as 
prisoners—and possibly would 
have done if they had known the 
minister was aboard.
